Frank K. Sturgis 
of the brokerage firm of 
Strong, 
S tu rgis & Co , former president and 
a m em ber of the board o f governors 
o f the stock exchange, told the com­ 
m ittee at length aixmt th e ways of 
the “ street**. 
The exam ination 
of 
Mr. Sturgis by Samuel 
Untermyer, 
cou n sel for the com m ittee, bristled 
with 
technical discussions and 
in­ 
volved digressions. 
Mr. Sturgis at 
lim es insisted on long explanations 
in an sw ering questions ano one lie re­ 
fused to answer. 
His counsel, John 
G. Milburn, inierferred to preserve 
the d ignity of the occasion. 
T he testimony 
of 
Mr. 
Sturgis 
brought out the following points: 
N ot Increase*! Since IWW. 
T he membership of the stock ex­ 
change has not been increased since 
18-69, when it was fixed a t HOO. 
Since then t h e ‘business done and the 
stock s listed on the exchange have 
increased aiKUit fifty 
tim es 
over 
Mr. S turgis said that an increase in 
m em bership was well able to handle 
the business of the publis. 
In a do­ 
zen recent failures, Mr. Sturgis, ad-

would put a stop to the practice.

disagreed 
with a scheme .proposed

am ount for which they already held 
as security by the broker, in order 
that the bank make its loans 
to 
the broker on that basis. This schem e 
Mr. S tu rgis •contended, would entail 
an alm ost prohibitive 
am oun t 
of 
book-keeping. 
Mr. S tu rgis, through a g rillin g ex­ 
am ination , insisted that the 
stock 
exchange could not prevent m anipu­ 
lation o f the market by pools and 
syndicates. 
He said they could not 
go behind a transaction to discover 
a buyer or seller’s motives. 
On this point Mr. 
Stu rgis 
and 
cou n sel for the com m ittee had 
a 
spirited argum ent. 
“Ts it legitim ate for a m em ber of 
the stock exchange to give an order 
to sell a certain amount of stock to 
one broker and an order to buy the 
sam e am oun t of the same stock 
to 
another 
broker,” 
Mr. 
Unterm eyer 
asked. 
“So long as there is no collusion 
and the com m issions are paid it is 
not illegitim ate, 
Mr. Sturgis said. 
“T he Important point is that the 
broker’s (commissions be paid?” the 
lawyer asked. 
“ Yes, th at is It.” 
“ You know that the object of that 
sort of a transaction is to raise or 
depress the prices of the sto c k ? ” 
“The object is to create an active 
m arket.” 
“ A m ark et that appears to be ac­ 
tive, you m e a n ? ” 
"Y es.” 
E vades Questions. 
Mr. U nterm yer sought in vain to 
get from Mr. Sturgis a view of the 
position o f the trading 
public in 
such a transaction, with the stock at 
a fictltoiis figure and 'finally object­ 
ed to the form of the w itn ess’ ans­ 
wers. 
“ You are caking me a moral ques­ 
tion, aud Urn answering a stock ex­ 
change q u e stio n ,” Mr. Sturgis said,

transactions were beyond the power 
of the exch an ge for discipline, so 
long as the commissions were pa id.

period of three years.

noon the city officials met again, this 
Time without Capt. Mackey and in all 
several houris during? the day were

at a meeting today the city officials 
will present to Capt.

their ideas and wishes.

Caid. Mack ie in his remarks re- J 
called some of the Water company's J 
troubled history and said that he and 
others had large sums invested 
in 
the project on which they hoped at 
some time to get a fair return. The 
only way to do this would be 
by 
getting the ,plant into operation and 
proving w hat good water could be 
produced and In what quantities. He 
said that so far as the present project 
of starting up the plant is concerned 
th a t just a few of the stockholders 
had gotten together and agreed to 
put ui) the money for the necessary 
expense.

The fear wa* expressed that the 
water company would have frequent 
trouble with leaks In its pipe line so 
frequently that the city plant would 
have to be used in keeping the sup­ 
ply up to the total required for pro­ 
tection. 
The a1 Sa rd o.f F ire Cmler- 
w Titers for example would soon take 
notice if the reservoir wias not con­ 
stantly kept full as a means of af­ 
fording pressure for fire protection. 
( ’apt. Mackey *aid th a t the com­ 
pany would, if a contract w-as made, 
concrete the pipe line in order 
to 
m ake it strong and continuously us­ 
able h ut he objected to putting a 
provision for concreting in the con­ 
tract. 
He objected also to entering 
into a bond for the performance of 
the contract hut this point seemed 
to m ake very little difference in the 
mind of the commissioners. 
On one point they were all of one 
mind and agreed that every possible 
provision in a contract should 
be 
m ade to avoid any fu tu re litigation 
They want no clause in tile contract 
which will make it possible for the 
water company to go into court and 
change the rates d uring the life of 
the contract.

th e water is drinkable a n d usable 
for all cookery that the daily

that in Franklin. Pa., where he lives 
that the population is less than 10,- 
000 and that the annual water 
rt 
eel pf* are over $ 4*0v0,0'0 and the rates 
not higher than in force here. 
He 
mj(1 th a t the supply was excellent 
aud Hi at the reason for the large 
consumption was 
that 
practically 
every body used the water instead 
of flint from wells and cisterns. 
Ile 
ald also that there were some large 
consumers in Franklin but they ob­ 
tained their own supplies from 
the 
Uleghany river or French creek. 
One 
commissioner 
was

pinion that (lie consumption would 
not be apt to increase g reatly here 
for a n u m b e r of years at least even 
if the river plant water were 
fur­ 
nished.
